Make  or  Improve  Your  Lawn 
in  Early  Fall 

THE  best  time  to  make  lawns  is  in  August  and  Sep¬ 
tember,  for  they  will  be  much  less  troubled  with 
weeds  than  those  sown  in  spring.  Average  weather 
conditions,  too,  are  then  more  favorable  for  germination  of 
the  fine  seed,  for  a  more  sturdy  root-growth,  and,  in  short, 
a  better  lawn.
